Cafe Employes 
In Washington 
Get Pay Raise 


WASHINGTON (APi - Con- 
gress, which first passed a fed­ 
eral minimum wage law in 1938 . 
is now getting around to giving mouth 
its restaurant employ es the cur­ 
rent minimum — II 25 an hour. 
The Senate is taking the step 
through the committee process. 
The House is moving faster: 
Speaker John W. McCormack 
has passed the word. There are 
410 waiters, servers, bus boy s 
and the like employ ed in the 
restaurants, 
cafeterias 
and 
snack bars on the two sides of 
the Capitol and the adjacent 
office buildings. Of these, 200 
are paid less than the federal 
minimum, with hourly salaries 
from 31.01 to 11 24 
Actually this is entirely legal. 
Cafeteria employ es are not cov­ 
ered by federal minimum wage 
law. So this action by Congress 
to look after its own help is en­ 
tirely voluntary . 
The Senate restaurant operat­ 
ed at a $18 1.000 deficit last y ear, 
the House loses about 3200.000 a 
y ear. For two main reasons, the 
Capitol’s cafeterias customarily 
operate in the red. 
Liquor — a healthy source of 
income for restaurant operators 
— is not served Nor is dinner, 
the big money making meal. 
The Capitol's restaurants don't 
serve liquor, either, bui they 
are open for dinner when there

M edicare h as 
h een a 
certainty

since th e v otes were counted in th e na­ 
tional electior, last Nov ember. 
It will become a federal law th is week. 
Many legislators are said to feel th eir 
v otes for it are th e most im p ortant th ey 
ev er h av e cast. Th ey could be righ t 
But to m ake M edicare come up to th e 
ex p ectations of its designers and backers 
is going to take m ore th an v otes. 
Th is is a trem endously significant ex ­ 
p erim ent in social resp onsibllity -not so­ 
cialism but social resp onsibility . It will 
takt decades of trial and 
error to work 
cut all th e p roblem s.

th eir 
Congress h av e affirm ed th at th ey will ac­ 
cep t as a common obligation th e ev er-

In a confederation. Congress can

prenare a pronosal. hoping that 38 sep­ 
arate state legislatures will ratify it. 


The prospect is for ev entual ratifica­ 
tion of the newest pronosal. but there 
can be no quick decision. 
Besides the 
tendency to belabor the obv ious and the 
inev itable,

adjourned, 
some of 
them not to 
meet again until 196 6 
It m ay be 197 0 or later before the re­ 
quired 38 states hav e finished the re­

100 sp ecial storm bulletins. 
W eath er ex p erts p redict th at 
long - range forecasts, largely 
m ade p ossible by satellites will 
in th e near future h e sav ing 
th is country billions of dollars 
a v ear.

With 
a p op ulation of about 480 m il­ 
lion, India is m enaced by a p op ­ 
ulation growth th at greatly com­ 
p licates a serious food sh ortage.

E v ery y ear, h e said. 12 million 
h ungry m outh s are added to th e 
country 's |>op ulation wh ile food 
p roduction 
rem ains 
stagnant 
W arning h is p eop le to be p re 
p ared 
for

and h ardsh ip .” Sh astri at long 
last cam e out for intensiv e birth 
control. 
A GOVERNMENT p rogram to 
limit 
p op ulation 
growth 
was 
started in India as far back as 
19 51 
Th e sum of $1.5 million 
was m ade av ailable under th e 
fiv e y ear p lan instituted in th at 
y ear. Under th e current fiv e- 
y ear p lan, no less th an $105 mil­ 
lion was allocated to p romotion 
of birth control. 
As m any as 1,800 family p lan­ 
ning clinics were in 
op eration in 
19 61 and a goal of 8.200 clinics' 
was set for 19 66 
Fam ily p lan­ 
ning serv ices are p rov ided also 
in 
about 
a 
th ousand 
general 
m edical and h ealth centers in 
India. 
Th e m agnitude of th e task 
dw arfs efforts m ade to date. A 
p oll taken in 19 62 indicated th at 
only one-h alf of 1 
p er cent 
of 
th e p eop le h ad ev er h eard 
of 
birth control. 
India h as undertaken a ster­ 
ilization cam p aign in addition to 
th e birth control driv e. Sev eral 
states offer sm all cash aw ards 
to v olunteers for sterilization. 
But it h as been estim ated th at 
2 million sterilizations a y ear 
would be needed to stabilize th e 
p op ulation at 600 million. 
PERFORM ANCE under gov ­ 
ernm ent p lans h as lagged far 
beh ind sch edule. Th e p rov ision­ 
al p lanning p rogram for 19 63-64, 
th e largest budget so far. ac­ 
cording to a knowledgeable B rit 
ish source, was only 10 p er cent 
of th e m inim um allocated for 
th e p rogram under th e th ird 
fiv e-y ear p lan. Volunteer organ­ 
izations are p articularly critical. 
“ We h av e to go to th e gov ern­ 
m ent and beg tor funds," one 
director say s. 
Th e latest h op e is th e intro­ 
duction of interuterine dev ice* 
(IU D i. Pakistan h as already be­ 
gun a national fam ily lim itation 
p rogram bast'd on lUD's.
